Five 
men from the American warship, who set out 
in a tiny boat for shore, are believed to have 
perished, and the entire crew of the vessel 
narrowly escaped death — the disaster 
overtook their craft. 

The loss of the Yosemite is only one of

A launch with a of five men had left 
the ship previous!) to endeavor to find a 
Safe anchorage for the cruiser, the indica- 
tions being that the anchors would not hold 
where it was. The men were not seen after 
they left the ship and it is practically cer- 
tain that the heavy sea which the storm 
kicked up swamped the launch. The bodies 
of Coxswain Swanson and Seaman George 
Anhel were recovered after the typhoon 
subsided. 


Boats Crushed by the Waves. 
The storm veered round after the Yosemite 
grounded and the vessel was driven off and 
earried on the Somaye cliffs, where its rud- 


Boatswain Sweeney and twelve of the crew 
Yolunteered to take a lifeline ashore. A

with the waves. 

Meanwhile the atmosphere had become of 
inky blackness and the Yosemite, ‘which

Carried to Sea on Doomed Ship. 

All hope of saving the cruiser was aban- 
@ored and the officers and crew prepared 
for the death they thought was surely star- 
ing them in the face. A majority of the 
boats hud been either smashed or carried 
out of the davits, and those that were left 
could not accommodate half of the crew, 
even if it had been possible for them to live 
in the enormous seas that were vt this time 
running. 

A sea anchor had been put out and this 
held the Yosemite up into the teeth of the 
storm and prevented it from falling off into 
the trough of the sea. The vessel rode to

It was a clever attempt to get the money 
without giving President Irwin of the board, 
now confined to his bed by sickness, a chance 
to veto the bill, as he promises to do when the 
board meets on Saturday. Political friends 
of the coal firm aided in the final chapter of 
this particular game to get good money 
from the taxpayers for bad coal. 


Rushed Through by Eckstein. 
President Irwin's statement in THe TRIB- 
UNE that he would veto the bill at the last 
meeting of the retiring County board on 
Saturday raised a hubbub in the Caunty 
Building and in the offices of the coal con- 
cern. Minute Clerk Eckstein of the County 
Controller’s office made out a half dozen 
warrants during the morning. The warrant 
for the coal bill was in the bunch which he 
carried to President Irwin's office a few 
moments later. The other warrants were in- 
nocent checks for regular bills. In the ab- 
sence of President Irwin Chief Clerk Miller 
holds the power to indorse warrants. He 
received the slips of paper, together with 
Mr. Eekstein's easy explanation that they 
ought to reach the County Treasurer at once. 
Clerk Work took the slips from Miller and 
went to work with his indorsing stamp. Mr. 
Eckstein smiled, took the O. K.“ d war- 
rants, went to the Controller’s office fur fur- 
ther orders, and then hustled for the County 
Treasurer’s office to have the slips recorded 
and way made for payment of the coal claim.

ASKS LABOR TD CALL HALT 


FIRM tor HIBBARD, 
BARTLETT & CO. URGES PEACE. 


Announces That It Intends te Erect a 
Store and Warcheouse Building in 
the Spring and That if Werkmen 
Continue to Submit te the Rule of 
the Present Leaders the Job Will 
Be Done by Non-Union Men or 
at All. 


The firm of Hibbard, Spencer, Bartlett & 
Co. makes the announcement that it will 
erect a store and warehouse building next 
spring, provided it can get men to do the 
work who are not bound to yield to the dic- 
tates of spellbinders, who are filling their 
own pockets and emptying those of the men 
they ‘profess to represent.“ If it cannot get 
such men the building will remain on paper. 

While praising the good intentions of and 
indorsing union labor the firm calls upon 
honest workmen to throw off the bondage of 
disorder that it says now controls the labor 
market in Chicago. The following letter ex- 
plains the position taken by the house: 

Chicago, Nov.28.—[ Editor of The Tribune. 
We are in favor of unions. The best inter- 
ests of mechanics and laboring men are un- 
questionably served through members of 
each trade or class banding themselves to- 
gether. The evident intention of the men 
who first organized unions was to protect 
themselves and their fellows against the 
rapacity of those employers who were greedi- 
ly enriching themselves at the expense of 
their workmen, and to promote the wine 
welfare. 

- Condemns Reign of Disorder. 

Their action was commendable. It 18 
when high-class workmanship is brought 
down to the level of coarseness and butchery; 
when rules are made and enforced against a 
fair day’s work; when the unions are con- 
trolled by men too ignorant of their own 
trade, or too indolent to work except with 
their mouths; when the great majority of 
honest, fair-minded and upright workmen 
are arbitrarily governed by a few vision- 
aries and malcontents until they are no 
better than slaves; when thugs, either volun- 
tarily or at the instance of others, beat down 
and kill, in the presence of labor leaders, 
men who, under the laws of the State, are 
attempting to earn honest wages; when all 
of these combined are keeping manufactur- 
ing and other business enterprises away 
from our city, and make the name of Chica- 
go a stench in the nostrils of every liberty- 
loving and law-abiding citizen of this or any 
other country, that it is time for the true and 
honest members of the unions to call a halt. 


Plans to Build in Spring. 
The foregoing is preliminary to saying that 
we are perfecting plans for the erection of 


and laboring men are not improved between 
now and spring, either by their own action or 
by the power of the city government (so 
tardily employed to protect its citizens), the 
building will be erected without the employ- 
ment of a union man, or it will not be erected 
at all. 

It is of little consequence whether a single 
individual, firm, or corporation abandons its 
building projects; it is of great consequence 
to every citizen of Chicago, and to mechanics 
more than to any others, whether a large’ 
majority ot the new enterprises, which mean 
plenty of work and good times are aban- 
doned. Nor is this a threat, but is simply 
a frank statement of our own position, and 
of what we believe to be the attitude of a 
majority of those who have contemplated 
the erection of buildings in the near future. 

If the workmen who do not indorse lawless- 
ness, and who are chaiing under the bondage 
imposed upon them by a few “ spell-bind- 
ers who are filling their own pockets and 


represent, should assert themselves, the 
“labor troubles” would speedily end with- 
out the interference or assistance of any city 
government.

Five years ago he took out a $200,000 life 
policy In the Travelers’ Life and Accident In- 
surance company of Hartford, Conn., which 
became a paid-up, interest-bearing policy a 
short time ago. The Travelers’ reinsured a 
portion of this risk. 

The recent announcement that Colonel 
Frank O, Lowden and his wife had each 
taken out policies of $250,000 on the indem- 
nity plan of twenty payments after death 
brought this class of insurance to Mr. Mor- 
gan's attention. General Agent J. H. Nolan 
of the Travelers’ about this time succeeded 
in getting him to take out a fifteen payment 
life and twenty-year indemnity policy for 
$300,000.

The couple, having no children, were to hav 
enjoyed a landsman’s Thanksgiving for two, 
and Mrs. Smith had been engaged the entir 
week in preparing delicacies against her hus 
band’s return. 

According to the dispatches, the crew of 
the Maumee Valley hung to the rigging fo 
three days, until they dropped into the — 
water from sheer starvation and exposure. 
Smith had escaped from a score of perils o 
similar rigor and was one of the most 
lake sailors of the younger generation. 

He was born in Leland County, Mich., 
a farmer’s son, but ran away from home 
at the atze of 11. He shipped as an ordinary 
seaman in those old days of lake navigation; 
which from the sternness and cruelty of dis- 
cipline almost equaled the régime of the salt 
water press gangs. He was scarred from 
head to foot with the belaying pin wielded 
by ferocious and not always sober officers: 

Smith saved many lives from ‘wrecks and 
twice before he was nearly starved whilc 
perched on the rigging of a disabled ship 
awaiting rescue, as in the case of the Maumee 
Valley. On another occasion he swam three 
miles to land in the terrific storm which 
wrecked the Edith L. off Mackinac Island 
in 1881. All of the crew but Smith were lost. 

It was aboard a schooner that the mate 
met the young woman who became his wife. 
She was Miss Emma Warren, daughter of a 
farmer in Dodge County, Minn., who had 
«left home in 1800 to visit relatives in Chicago. 
The girl, then 20 years of age, was in poor 
health, and her father procured her 
on a sailing vessel, that a long lake trip 
might restore her spirits. 

There he became acquainted with First 
Mate William Smith, whose reputation for 
bravery in saving a boy from drowning in 
the Duluth, Minn., harbor was then in the 
ascendant. Two weeks after reaching Chi- 
cago they were married. At the solicitation 
of his wife Smith gave up sailing for a time, 
but he drifted back to it from love of the 
life. He was a member of the Seamen's 
union, which is taking measures to search 
for the body and conduct the funeral.

English Estate of an American

ALARM OVER oat POISON. 


London, Nov, 29,3 A. M. 


There is an important diplomatic hitch in 


the formal announcement of the betrothal of 
Prince George of Greece and the Princess 
Victoria of Wales. The Prince is the High 
Commissioner of Crete, under appointment 
of the powers. The Island of Crete, how- 
ever, is a dependency of Turkey, and if the 
Princess married the Prince under the pres- 
ent political status of the island she becomes 


‘a subject of the Sultan, a condition which 


would start a mighty howl throughout Great 
Britain. 

Prince George hoped to evade the difficulty 
by inducing England to annex Crete, a 
change also much desired by all the Cretans. 
It was in the hope of inducing Lord Salisbury 


to take this step that the Prince recently 


had a long interview with the Premier, 

Lord Salisbury fully appreciated the 
strength and meaning of the Prince's argu- 
ment in favor of anneXation, but does not 
regard the plan as feasible at the present 
time. The powers would undoubtedly oppose 
it, and Lord Salisbury is not anxious to take 
on further international complications until 
the Transvaal and Chinese questions are at 
least near a settlement. 

Hence the Prince was told that he must bide 
his time. 

Must Pay Heavy Death Duties. 

The British.government, as a result of a 
decision on 1275 Queen's bench yesterday, 
will take a large slice of another American 
fortune as death duties. The estate in 
question was left by William Louis Winans 
of Baltimore, and it amounts to nearly $15,- 
000,000. Winans was born in New Jersey 
and lived for many years in Paltimore. 
Later he spent some time in Russia on gov- 
ernment contracts, ahd came to England 
in 1858, where he married a British subject 
and acquired a large shooting property in 
Scotland, which cost him han a milijon in 
ten years. He also took long lease of houses 
in Kensington and Pembroke, and spent 
most of his winters at Brighton. But he 
always retained his American citizenship. 
Among the assets at his death were $5,000,- 
000 worth of American securities, $2,705,000 
in British consols, and $1,500,000 in Indian 
government securities. There were also Rus- 
sian and German bonds and shares in vari- 

ous English railways 

"He died in Pembroke, and the court yes- 
terday decided that the deceased had ac- 


quired ‘a domicile in England.

‘The Yosemite was formerly the Morgan 
liner El Sug, and was purchased with a 
number of other vessels of its class at the 
outbreak of the Spanish-American war in 
1898. It did effective work in connection 
with the blockade of Havana and Matanzas,. 
capturing a number of Spanish vessels. It 
was classed as a converted cruiser, and car- 
ried a number of.guns of various sizes. 

It left New York for Guam in April; 1899, 
carrying Governor Richard P. Leary of the 
United States navy to his post on the islands. 
In addition to the Governor the vessel bore 
to Guam a garrison of 125 marines under 
Major A. C. Kilton; and a brass band of * 
men. 

The Yosemite was ae first on 
April 13, 1898. It was a sixteen-knot cruiser 
of 6,179 tons displacement, and provided with 
a main battery of ten five-inch rapid-fire 
guns, and a secondary battery of six six- 
pounders, and two Colt rifles. Its measure- 
ments were 391 feet in length by 48 feet, ex- 
treme breadth. It had a mean draft of 20 
feet 1 inch. 

Harbor Considered us. 

During the Spanish-American war the 
vessel was manned in part by the Michigan 
Naval Militia. It is said that its anchorage 
at Guam was off the harbor of San Luis 
d' Apra, and that owing to the vessel’s draft 
it was obliged to lie six miles off shore. The 


harbor is a particularly dangerous one, ow- 


ing to the existence of a rocky shoal in the 
middle and a particularly crooked channel. 

According to the naval register the Yosem- 
ite was manned by eighteen officers and 
267 men, but in its capacity as station ship 
not all of these were required,.and undoubt- 
edly a part of them were ashore engaged iy 
duties at the naval station, This probably 
would be true of the commander; Seaton 
Schroeder, whe also is Governor of Guam, 
and who probably left the active command 
of the ship to the ranking Lteutenant, Au- 
gustus N. Maer. The other officers accred- 
{ted to the ship by the register are: Lieu- 
tenants W. E. Stafford, Albert Moritz, B. B. 
Bierer; Ensigns A. W. Pressy, H. L. Collins, 
A. N. Mitchell, and F. T. Evans; Assistant 
Surgeon F. M. Furlong; Assistant Paymaster 
P. W. Delano; Chaplain L. P. — 
eight warrant officers. 


Long on Duty in Islands. 

The vessel had been acting as representa- } 
tive of the American navy in the Ladrones, 
and for a year or more had been engaged in 
surveying the harbors of the Ladrones. 

The Yosemite was renovated before its 
departure in 1899 and fitted up with special 
quarters for Governor Leary and his staff. 
The Governor’s apartments were on the 
berth deck of the ship aft. This section was 
luxuriously furnished and finished in Cali- 
fornia red wood, highly polished. Just for- 
ward of the saloon were the pantry and the 
office—the first on the port side and the 
second on the starboard. The saloon ex- 
tended the full width of the vessel. It con- 
tained a finely polished sideboard, set with 
handsome mirrors, two divans upholstered 
in dark green leather, a dozen dinner chairs 
with the same upholstery, and two polished 
oak tables. False windows hid the dee1- 
eye ports. The windows were fitted with 
small diamond panes and draped with green 
silk. Back of the saloon on the port side 
was a bedroom, and behind that a marble 
bathroom. A similar bedroom was on tbe 
other side of the ship, and two smaller ones 
behind it. These were the quarters of Cap- 
tain Leary, Lieutenant Stafford, and the 
officials during their journey on the vessel 
sto the island.

MENAGED BIA BY A BOBR RAID 


CAPE. THREATENED BY 
AND DE WET. 


Situation in South Africa Distinctly 
Disquicting to the War Office People 
in Lendon—British Everywhere on 
the Defensive — Opposition to Lord 
Kitehener’s Assuming Chief Com- 

mand Grows in London—Lyttleton 
Picked Out as Roberts’ Successor. 


LONDON BUREAU THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE, 
London, Nov. 29, 3 A. X. 

The Daily Mail's war expert this morning 
says: 

“ The situation in south Africa is distinctly 
disquieting. General De Wet and President 
Steyn have sefzed De Wetsdorp, probably 
with the object of invading Cape Colony; and 
though the Orange River is watched by a 
considerable force of British infantry, par- 
ties of mounted Boers are passing backwards 
and forwards, seemingly with little difficulty. 
General De Wet probably has about 3,000 
men, but he can count upon hundreds of re- 
cruits from the disloyal Cape Colony Dutch. 

“The British seem everywhere upon the 
defensive. At Border Siding a small party of 
Boers has been raiding, and it threatens to 
loot all British farms in this quarter.” 

The Express adds this comment on the 
growing opposition to Lord Kitchener's tac- 
tles: The rumor is again current that the 
supreme command in south Africa is not to 
be intrusted to Lord Kitchener after Lord 
Roberts’ departure, based upon the prevail- 

ing notion that the government is loath to 
give color to the idea that sharper and more 
severe remedies are to be applied to end the 
guerrilla warfare.

Germans Execute Boxers. 

No further news concerning Colonel 
Yorcks’ condition has been received. 

Field Marshal Count von Waldersce is.

Von Kesler’s column reports unusual 
methods of execution followed by the Box- 
ers. When three days out from Pekin the 
column entered a village where a Catholic 
boy convert asserted that Boxers lived. 
This boy guided the Germans and pointed 
out twenty-two Boxers, four of whom he said 
were leaders. Upon his identification the 
death sentence was immediately imposed. 
One of the soldiers was assigned to shoot 
the leaders, who, singly and unbound, walked 
unaccompanied to within three feet of the 
muzzle of the soldier's rifle. Three of them 
were shot to death, but the fourth tried to 
escape. He was chased’ around, many of 
the soldiers shooting at him. He was finally 
killed. 

Meanwhile the other efghteen knelt in a: 
row and a squad of nine soldiers marched 
up behind them and shot nine of them in the 
back. Then the soldiers side-stepped and 
shot the other nine.

Schism in Catholic Church. 

The Catholic Church of France is menaced 
with a schism almost similar to that which 
took place in England in the time of Henry 
VIII. Pope Leo dreads a definite break, and 
is willing to concede any government de- 
mands in order to hold the church together. 
The religious orders declare that the schism 
among the secular clergy already exists. The 
weakness of the Pope’s policy in France is, 
it is asserted, disastrous to the true inter- 
ests of the church. 

The dispute between Prémier Waldeck 
Rousseau and Cardinal Richard has reached 
an acute stage. The Cardinal has been re- 
quested by the Pope to resign upon the de- 
mand of the Premier. The Cardinal at first 
consented, but now finds that he is not to be 
allowed to name his successor. He therefore 
declares he will die at his post rather than 
to allow the candidate of the Premier, Arch- 
bishop Fuzet of Rouen, to succeed him. 
Archbishop Fuzet is declared to be an enemy 
of the religious orders, and it is said he has 
promised to drive them out of France. 


Alarming Increase of Smallpox. — 

The smallpox epidemic in Paris is assuming 
alarming proportions. Several unconscious 
sufferers were picked up in the streets today. 
At the French Academy of Medicine, where 
the vaccinations usually averege twenty-five 
a day, they have bounded up to 630. The 
daily press is urging compulsory vaccination.

The cities of extreme wickedness are Nor- 
‘folk, Savannah, and Lexington, Ky.,.which 
show in serious crimes ratios of 24.81. 

77, and 24.34, and in volume of crime 

56, 105.89, and 112.25 respectively. 
The volume of crime in Norfolk e- 
eeeds that of Savannah to such 
an extent as to overcome the small difference 
in serious crimes. and the record of being the 
wickedest city in the United States must 
ven to Norfolk. 

A basis of 1,000 population is used for all 
computations. One striking result, says 
Deuel. is to disprove the general belief that 
a higher ratio in seriousness and volume of 
crime is a concomitant of large centers of 
‘population. This is shown conclusively by 
comparing New York, with its 3,437,204, 
and Cleveland, with its 381,768 population. 
The latter shows to better advantage by but 
24 in serious crimes and ,18 in volume. 

A similar computation made from the rec- 
ords of foreign cities shows that New York 
is more orderly and decorous. Liverpool, 
Edinburg, Glasgow, Dublin, ronto, Hali- 
fax, and London. 

New York's average of total crime is 41.24. 


Chicago Crime Ratio 42.01. 


Magistrate Deuel's table shows that Chi- 
cago’s ratio of total crime is 42.01, as com- 
pared with New York’s . 41.24. Chicago's 
crimes are divided between the sexes in 
the following ratio: Males, 32.75; femalés, 


Ratios of other crimes in Chicago are 
given as follows: Malum in se, 7.50; as- 
saujt, 2.44; disorderly conduct, 26.75; gam- 
bling, .06; excise, .14; disorderly houses, 
.48; vagrancy, .30; all others, 4.25. The aver- 
age for 100 cities for these same crimes is: 
Malum in se, 5.88; assault, 2.98; disorderly 
conduct, 44.60; gambling, 1.29; excise; 
disorderly houses, .63; vagrancy, 3. 7: 
others, 10.17. 

In Chicago there is_one.policeman for every 
554 population; the average in the 100 cities 
is one policeman for every 980 population.

A 
committee has been appointed to draft the 
report of the grand jury on the methods em- 
ployed by the Civil Servi commission.

All the information now in the 
hands of the State's Attorney will be held 
until the next grand jury co ences work, 
when it will be presented. The present jury 
has seventy-nine more cases on the docket 
to attend to in two days, and these will not 
permit the giving of further time to the 
investigations of the Civil Service commis- 
sion.

TALK OF JUSTICE COURTS. 


JUDGES AND LAWYERS sHY O 
MAYOR’S PLAN FOR REFORM. 
— 
Think Present Method of e 
Better than That Suggested—Advo- 
cate a Constitutional Amendment te 


Be Abolished by the Legislatur 
Alderman Alling Proposes a Differ- 
ent Way and Others Are at Work. 


The Mayor's plan for the improvement of 
the justice courts was not received with 
great enthusiasm among lawyers yesterday. 
The Judges of the Circuit and Superior 
Courts spoke with reserve of the proposition. 
People interested and best informed were 
not prepared to give offhand opinions of any 
plan to reform the Justice shops. It was 
apparent that many Judges and practicing 
lawyers believed that nothing short of a 
constitutional amendment could do away 
with the evil of the present system. |

Outside of Chicago the system of 
elected justices, receiving fees, works fairly 
well. In Chicago the justice system {s a fail- 
ure. The root of the evil is the fee system. 
The justices should be paid salaries and re- 
moved from the temptation of assessing costs 
in a case ae the plaintiff should get off 
scot free. a man deserves to be discharged 
why should he pay costs?’ 


Fee System Can BeAbolished. 

“The only change that you can make,” 
Judge Hanecy said. without a constitution- 
al amendment is to substitute salaries for 
the present pernicious system of fees. The 
policy of the constitutional convention of 1870 
was to abolish absolutely all fees for services 
rendered by State servants. The members 
of the convention thought they had succeed- 
ed in accomplishing that. The office of jus- 
tice of the peace is just as much a constitu- 
tional office as that of Mayor or Governor. 
The Legislature cannot alter the jurisdiction 
of such justices or the method of their selec- 
tion without amendment of the constitutlon.“ 

“The present system has this disadvant- 
age.“ said Judge Tuthill, that it divides the 
responsibility of appointment. The Judges 
of the Circuit and Superior Courts recom- 
mend so many men to the Governot, who in 
turn sends the names of as many of these as 
he pleases to the Senate, which approves the 
appointment of those it wishes. Further, 
we are given the work of deciding among the 
applicants for office beside our regular duties, 
Still, I am not willing to recommend the

“@liferman Alling has a plan for the reg- 
ulation of justice shops which he will in- 
troduce in the Council. It contemplates t 
establishment of city courts, one for each 
Congressional district, the Judges to be elect- 
ed by the people Other Aldermen are et 
work on the question. 

Alderman Blake intends to push his ordi- 
nance and do his best to further the work in 
the Legislature.

In looking up the question I discovered 
that any reform that did not intlude an 
amendment would be unconstitutional.

FIXED AT HIGH RATE. 
Majority Vote in State Board of Equal- 
ization Committee Favors Increase 
of 40 Per Cent—Richard Cadle Bolts 
Caucus Agreemept and Gets Into 
Trouble—Matter Reconsidered and

Springfield, III., Nov. 28.—[Special.]—Cook 
County taxpayers narrowly escaped an in- 
crease of 40 per cent on their personal prop- 
erty assessment at today’s meeting of the 
State Board of Equalization. effort on 
the part of Richard Cadle of the Nineteenth 
District to break the caucus instructions re- 
sulted in the adoption by the Personal Prop- 
erty committee of a resolution recommend- 
ing a 40 per cent raise in the Cook County 
assessment, as reported by the County 
Clerk. 

Before the result of the vote on the propo- 
sition was announced by Chairman Hir- 
sheimer, however, Andrew McAnsh of the 
Fourth District had got the recalcitrant back 
Into line, and Thomas N. Leavitt put in an 
appearance and saved the Cook County 
crowd. 

After a lively row. in which McAnsh se- 
verely arraigned Cadle for his alleged viola - 
tion of the caucus agreement, the Cook 
County assessment was raised 10 per cent, in 

6 nee with the previous agreement. 


Motion for Forty Per Cent Increase. 


When the full board met this morning an 
immediate adjournment was taken for com- 
mittee work. Five members were present: 
Chairman Hirsheimer, McAnsh, Cadle, Em- 
merson, and Larimer. The personal prop- 
erty assessment of Cook County was first 
taken up. Consecutive motions by McAnsh 
that the assessment be allowed to stand as 
reported and that it be increased only 5 per 
cent were defeated and then John W. Lari- 
mer of the Twenty-first District moved that 
the assessment be raised 40 per cent, mak- 
ing it the same as last year. On vote the 
motion carried, 3 yeas, 2 nays. N 

Instantly McAnsh was upon his feet, ex- 
postulating against the committee's action. 
He made a heated attack on Cadle, whom he 
accused of violating the caucus agreement. 
Hastily dispatching a messenger to hunt up 

omas N. Leavitt, a member of the com- 

ttee who was known to be favorable to the 
10 per cent increase, McAnsh kept the floor 
and continued his denouncement of Cadle, 
until the arrival of Leavitt, upon whose aid 
he calculated. 


Cadle Explains His Mistake. 

As soon as he could be heard, Cadle ex- 
plained that he had misunderstood the mo- 
tion made by Larimer, and that, while he 
favored the 40 per cent increase in the Cook 
County assessment, he would abide by the 
caucus ruling, and, therefore, changed his 
vote on the Larimer proposition to nay. 
Leavitt also voted nay, thus defeating the 
motion. 

The board then voted to recommend a 10 
per cent increase in the Cook County as- 
sessment and a general reduction of 15 per 
cent in. counties outside of Cook and aside 
from the Sixteenth District. In the Sixteenth 
the Morgan County assessment was re- 
duced 15 per cent, but by agreement the re- 
duction in the remaining counties of the dis- 
trict will be credited to lands. The change 
was made through the efforts of Chairman 
Hirsheimer of Pittsfield, and reduces the 
assessment of lands in his district in some 
cases fully 20 per cent. 

The board adjourned until next Friday, 
when it is expected the reports of all the com- 
mittees will pe ready. The members expect 
a final adjournment next Tuesday.

GRAEME STEWART ron MAYOR

NOTICE SERVED ON THE UNIONS. 

There is printed in this morning’s paper a 
communication from the well known firm 
of Hibbard, Spencer, Bartlett & Co. This 
is a day of leisure, and the mén who belong 
to the Chicago building trades unions, 
whether they are Presidents, walking dele- 
gates, or plain working members, will have 
ample time to read what that firm has to 
say and consider its significance. 

The communication in question is prompt- 
ed by the lawiess acts which were commit- 
ted last week by union pickets, of which 
quiet, respectable workmen empleyed on 
the Mandel building or working for manu- 
facturers who have ‘disagreements with 
union labor have been the victims. Hib- 
bard, Spencer, Bartlett & Co. say that they 
are preparing plans for the erection of a 
latge store and warehouse building, but that 
if conditions do not improve between now 
and spring. either by the voluntary abandon- 
ment by organised labor” of its lawless 
practices or by the compulsory abandonment 
of these practices through the enforcement 
of the laws by the city government, the store 
aud warehouse will not be built at all, or 
will be built by otber than union men. In 
either case “organized labor” will lose 
work it might otherwise have had. 

Hibbard, Spencer, Bartlett & Co. say 
further that they believe a majority of those 
who have had in mind the erection of build- 
ings in the city in the near future occupy 
substantially the sime position as that in- 
dicated above. There is every reason to 


‘| believe that this is indeed the case. It is 


not surprising that it should be so, in view 
of the exasperating events of last week, 
coming as they do at a time when it was 
hoped the walking delegates had come to 
their senses and that the relations of the 
men in the building trades unions and the 
contractors were to be pacific during the 
coming season at least. 

If those men wish for work next year 
they will do well to heed the warning given 
them, and select other and better leaders 
than the men who have been misleading 
them. There is no prejudice against unions. 
There is no wish to break them down. But 
the violent methods of some union leaders, 
in the use of which they have been encour- 
aged by the tolerance of the city authori- 
ties, can be endured no longer by the busi- 
ness-men of this city.

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THE CRUSADE IN NEW YORK. 

Advocates of good municipal government 
in Chicago have reason to feel a lively inter- 
est in the projected crusade against vice 
in New York City. The decent elements 
in that city proved a few years ago that 
they could defeat Tammany at the polls 
and give the municipality a comparatively 
clean administration. They are now or- 
ganizing to do the same thing at the next 
city election, and the movement is already 
seen to have forces behind it that augur 
well for its success, Though Bishop Potter 
first aroused public sentiment on the sub- 
ject, it is not a clergyman’s crusade. The 
initial meeting in the Chamber of Commerce 
day before yesterday was a great gathering 
of business-men. The work will be con- 
ducted on aggressive business principles 
and will be in the hands of experienced men 
of affairs. It will be surprising if such a 
crasade for the suppression of vice and 
bribery does not accomplish some important 
practical results. * 

The Tammany gang has already acknowl- 
edged the formidable nature of the move- 
ment by appointing a Council Committee on 
Vice. This sudden access of virtue on the 
part of Croker and his followers is a bluff 
for of self-defense. Before the 
Tammany committee could accomplish its 
pretended object it would have to destroy 
its own governing power—Tammany Hall.

PNEUMATIC TUBE SYSTEM. 

Philadelphia, Boston, New York, and 
Brooklyn have pneumatic systems in con- 
nection with their local postal services. 
In the last session of Congress an effort 
was made to secure an appropriation for 
their extension, but there was a sharp con- 
test over the question as to whether they 
should be controlled by a private company 
or whether the government should install. 
own, and operate these facilities directly, 
and finally the appropriation was reduced 
to an amount merely sufficient to continue 
the existing contracts. 

A special appropriation of $10,000 was, 
however, placed in the hands of the Post- 


master General to enable him to investi-. | 


gate and report upon the advisability of 
further extending the tube system as a 
postal agency. He accordingly appointed a 
special committee which has been pursuing 
| inquiries on the subject in the cities where 
the system is already in operation and also 
in other cities where it is alleged to be de- 
sirable. 
The report concerning Chicago was com- 
pleted yesterday and forwarded to Wash- 
ington. That it recommends such a sys- 
tem for this city will causé no surprise. 
Postmaster Gordon recommended such a 
system for the interdepot district two years 


ago. The new report recommends a more’ 


extensive scheme, though its details are 
not made public, 

As to whether Chicago needs and should 
properly have a4 more expeditious local mail 
service there can be no question. Neither 
does there seem room for doubt, judging 
froni the experience of Eastern centers and 
especially of European cities where the 
pneumatic tube system has been longer in 
use, that it is a practicable device for speed- 
ing the movement of mail matter. On these 


two questions the report will contain a 
body of favorable evidence. As to what | 


that system should be, however, in plan 
and construction, the report seems likely 
to contain nothing but ex parte evidence 
—statements made by representatives of the 
different rival systems. No independent 
engineering authority appears to have been 
employed to report on this branch of the 
subject for the information of the gov- 
ernment. The necessity, however, of hav- 
ing such expert authority at a later stage is, 
of course, obvious. 

As to whether such a system should be 
owned and operated by public authority 


or by private hands, common judgment is | 


undoubtedly in favor of the former plan. 
And if we are to take counsel from Lon- 
don, where, through the use of pneumatic 
tubes the local postal service has been car- 
ried to a much higher degree of efficiency 
than has been attained in any of our cities, 
the practical results of public management 
are likely to be most satisfactory. 
Furthermore, the additional incumbrance 
which this enterprise would impose upon the 
streets emphasizes the necessity of bring- 
ing it and all existing mains beneath the 
pavements under such unified treatment as 


is only possible through public management. 


In short, the imminence of the pneumatic 
tube system enforces the necessity for a 
comprehensive scheme of underground con- 
struction on the part of the city, and the 
advisability of preventing still further em- 
barrassment of the problem through the 
grant of additional subsurface rights to in- 
dependent private concerns.

According to a London dispatch, Mr. Al- 
fred Beit, the leading member of a firm 
which controls most of the sutb African 
gold mines, contemplates the organizatiun 
of a “gold trust.” It is his alleged desire 
to control the gold output of the world, or 
at least seven-eighths of it, and use the 
power thus acquired to make himself the 
richest man in the universe.

They would have insisted that 
Mr. Beit would carry out his plan, and have 
the nations of the earth at his mercy unless 
steps were taken to break down his pro- 
posed “gold trust” by throwing open the 
mints to silver at the ratio of 16 to 1.

that men largely interested in gold mines 
might dream of limiting the output. so as to 
keep up the purchasing power. That has 
been done as regards diamonds. There are 
few diamond mines, however. ‘here are 
no indications as yet that the ine eased pro- 
duction of gold is having any effect on prices. 
The stock on hand must be incrcased large- 
ly to produce such an effect. 

That stock is so great that if a combina- 
tion of mine owners were to keep down the 
yearly output somewhat there would be no 
advance in the purchasing power of gold, 
and hence there would be nothing to make 
good to the mine owners what they would 
lose by curtailing production. It has al- 
ways been for their interest to mine all the 
gold they could, and it will continue to be so 
for a long time to come. There will be no 
gold trust for the reason, among others, 
that there are more profitable and easier 
undertakings. | 

LOCAL AUTONOMY. | 
The people in some of the suburbs to the 
south are urging an object. lesson in the 
streets against the suggestion of annexation 
to Chicago. They point to some of their 


own excellent roads, built by local enter- | 


prise, and then to sections of the same thor- 
gughfares within the adjacent city limite, 
which are scarcely passable. 
The question thus raised is twofold. It 
concerns not alone the advisability of 
stretching he city limits to euch distances 
as have been included on the South Side, 
but even more the advisability, in the 
geheme of a city covering nearly 200 square 
miles, of providing for a certain degree of 
local autonomy in the administration of local 
affairs. 
Not only is it a noticeable fact that the 
streets in the suburbs about Chicago aver- 


age in quality far above thore inside the 


city limits, but it is undoubtedly true that 
there is a neighborhood pride and an im- 


mediateness of local interest which are pow- | 


erful factors toward good streets in suburb- 
an communities, but the effect of which is 
entirely lost in respect to city streets, owing 
to exclusive administration of the latter 
from a distant center. Neither is the force 
of the comparison to be avoided by urging 
the greater Wealth of the suburbs—least- 
wise not in the case of the modest instances 
at the south mentioned above. 

Not a few persons are reaily, as a result 
of municipal experience, to concede that the 
principle of centralization in municipal ad- 
ministration has perhaps been carried too 
far. They question whether in the rapid 
territorial expansion of our cities provision 
should not be made for turning to productive 
ends that neighborhodd spirit which is la- 
tent by establishing district centers of ad- 
ministration and by developing certain 
forms of local autonomy. For example, it 
is easily supposable that streets, at least 
such as are not main thoroughfares, might 
show a decided advantage from being placed 
under some judiciously arranged system of 
local improvements. |

HOW TO RUN STREET RAILWAYS. 

The officers and directors of Chicago trac- 
tion companies should read the article by 
President Vreeland of the Metropolitan 
Street railway company of New York, 
published in the Street Railway Jour- 
nal. In that article Mr. Vreeland says: 
“ Every device which we can put on a car 
to save time, no matter at what cost, is true 
economy from every point of yiew. It sends 
more cars down the line, the public has bet- 
ter service, and gross receipts are increased 
by a sum far greater than any saving in in- 
terest on the cost of that device.” 

Chicago people who have been in New 
York have noticed the superiority of the 
service on the street railways of that city. 
Instead of long trains of cable cars at ir- 
regular intervals of minutes single cars are 
run at intervals of a few seconds. On this 
account people ride distances of a few 
blocks, which distances they walk in Chi- 
cago, because it takes less time to do so than 
would be spent in waiting for 4 car. In
